The applicants argued that none of the applied references either singly or in combination teaches or suggests at least the features in 
independent claim 1. In addition, A2 is not a marking portion but a stress applying part, also the stress applying part A2 is not provided in 
the over clad layer. The examiner disagrees with this argument and submits that the stress applying parts A2 inherently serve as markers 
for the desired maintained plane of polarization. The parts A2 are mostly in the over clad layer as clearly shown in figure 14 of Kawanishi 
et al. (6,404,966). 
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
